The Czarina has conferred 
a confiderable Government upon the Prince of Heffe 
Hombourg, and created him a Velt Marfhal. °Tis 
faid, that the Princefs Trubetzkoy, whom he is 
fhortly to marry, will bring him a Revenue of 
$0,000 Rubles per Annum. 

Some Advices by the Dutch Mail from Italy fay, 
the Corfican Malecontents have declared to the 
French General, that if his Mafter will accept of 
their Submiffion, they are ready to chufe him for 
their Sovereign ; but, that otherwife, they hope he 
will not take it amifs it they elect another. 

Paris, Nov. 22. O S. According to Letters of the
